Detective John Black, of headquar- 
ters, who has been an active figure in 
the Phagan case, is also said to have 
been quizzed about methods employed 
by the police and detectives. He will 
not talk of the subject. Members of 
the jury are reluctant to give any in- 
formation. 

Chief Lanford, however, willingly 
told a Constitution reporter of his tes- 
timony before the jury and of the na- 
ture of queries which were put to him. 
He says he gave a complete and ap- 
parently satisfactory account of the 
“third. degree’’ and the manner in 
which it is practiced at police head- 
quarters. 

Is Jury Probing Police Methodst 

The belief is prevalent In both police 
and court circles that a secret probe 
is being promoted by the grand jury 
into methods employed by both the 
police and detective departments, and 
that it was {n pursuit of this investi- 
gation that the detective head and 
Black were examined. Chief Lanford

T. W. Martin Makes Vain At-

W. W. Martin, aged 84, for many 
years mayor of Decherd, Tenn., and a 
prominent politician in that state, 
Plunged to his death down the ele- 
vator shaft of the Third Oational Bank 
building yesterday afternoon before 
the eyes of his son, T. W. Martin: his 
daughter, Mrs. E. S. Center, and his 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. E. H. Martin. 

The party were ascending to the 
third floor, and the younger man was 
the first to leave the car. His father 
started to follow, according to wit- 
nesses, and the elevator door partly 
closed and the car got in motion. For 
an instant the aged man wavered and 
his son vainly grasped at his coat as 
he fell through the shaft beneath tite 
car and dropped to the bottom of the 
shaft. 

Death came to him almost imme- 
diately. The son, who narrowly missed 
being jerked through the opening, de- 
clares that his father was killed be- 
cause of the negligence of J. W. Nich- 
ols, the elevator boy. Superintendent 
Durham, of the building, asserts that 
the affair was accidental. 

The dead man is survived by the 
following children: Theo W. and Na- 
than E. Martin, of Atlanta; M. P. Mar- 
tin, of Chattanooga; Clyde, E. H. and 
I. H. Martin, of McComb, Miss.; Mrs, 
E. S. Center, of College Park, and 
Mrs. J. W. Mason, of Decherd, Tenn.

ND THREE ARE HURT 
WHEN AUTO HITS CAR 


J.M. Murphey Dies Instantly, 
and L. J. Hearn, John Chris- 
topher and A. W. Wofford 
Are Tossed From Automo- 
bile by the Shock of the Col- 
lision and Are Badly In- 
jured. : 


HIS CAR NOT MOVING 
AT TIME OF ACCIDENT, 
DECLARES MOTORMAN 


Fatal Accident Happens Near 
Dead Man’s Curve—One 
of Victims Says the Eyes of 
the Driver of the Machine 
Were Blinded by the Glare 
of the Headlights, This 


Causing Accident. 


One man was instantly killed and 
three others injured last night when 
a speeding automobile swept around 
dead man’s curve on Peachtree road, 
and 200 yards away crashed into an 
outgoing Buckhead trolley car. 

The victims were rushed into the 
city where the injured were removed 
to the Atlanta hospital. The body 
of the dead man, J. M. Murphey, 347 
W. Third street, wa scarried to the 
Greenberg & Bond undertaking estab- 
lishment. No other deaths, it is re- 
ported, are likely to result, 

The injured are L. J. Hearn, of 10 
Curran street; John Christopher, of 
4 Lees avenue, and A. W. Wofford, of 
Tenth and Hampton streets. Hearn sus- 
tained only a broken arm and brulses 
about the body. Christopher's collar 
bone is believed to have been brok- 
en, and it is thought that Wofford re- 
ceived a fracture of the skull. 


Murphey Instantly 
Killed. 

Murphey was killed outright. He. 
was dead when his form was dragyed 
from the wreckage of the machine. 
The other occupants were tossed out of 
the car, falling in the road. 

The machine was destroyed totally. 
It was a Ford touring car and was 
traveling in direction of Brookwood. 
The trolley car was badly damaged. 
No one aboard was injured either by 
the impact or the flying glass. 

Wofford, the worst injured of the. 
three men who were hurt, was rushed 
into town in the automobile of Dr. 
Speeding at 50 miles an 
hour, Dr. Elrod dasned up Peachtree 
with the wounded passenger. Direct- 
ly in front of the Georgian Terrace, 2 
rear tire exploded and rolled off the 
rim. 

The machine zig-zagged, threatening 
every moment to turm turtle. Fearing 
he was about to experience another 
accident, the semi-conscious occupant 
strove to leap from the imperilled ma- 
chine. He was restrained by Dr. El- 
rod, who found difficulty in withhold- 
ing the half-crazed man and saving his

W. L. Converse, of the Sixth, 
a wealthy business man of Valdosta, 
goes from the house where he has 
just served several terms to the small- 
er chamber on the other side of the 
capitol. He may not be heard from very 
often in debate, but he will be a pow- 
er in the committee rooms and will 
have much to say in the shaping of 
legislation. 
W. M. Olliff, of the Fourth, made 
some reputation as solicitor of the 
city court of Folksc<on, and, while a 
néw man in the legislature, he is am- 
bitious and forceful and will likely be 
one of the leaders before the session is 
many days old. 
G. Y. Harril, ofthe Twelfth, is the 
only man in the present senate who 
served as a senator so recently as 
the general assembly before the last. 
How he manages to get one of the 
counties of hig district to forego its 
turn in the senate in order to send him 
back has not been exptained, but there 
are doubtless good and sufficient rea- 
sons. 

Atiauta’s Senator. 

Atlanta’s senator is G. M. Hute, of 
Clayton county. Mr. Hule has been 
sent by the people of his county to 
represent them in the house several 
times and it was very likely on his 
past record as a representative that 
they considered him worthy of stand- 
ing for the chief city in the state in 
the senate this year. 
The interests of agriculture will be 
the special care of John W. L. Brown, 
the senator from the Forty-second. Mr. 
Prown ise a former president of the 
State Agricultural society and is prob- 
ably better known to the farmers of 
the state than any other man in 
either branch of the legislature. 
The cities of the state that Rave 
men in the senate this year are Sa- 
vannah, Columbus, Macon and Athens. 
Atlanta and Augusta had to give way 
to one of the country counties in their 
districts, after havin enjoyed the priv- 
ilege of sending their men for two 
terms each. 


City Men in Senate. 
Everycne Knows that Savannah will 
be represented by Randc«'ph Anderson. 
The other cities members are not so 
well-known as Senator Anderson, but 
are all able men and two of them 
are men of previous  parliamen- 
tary training. B.S. Miller, ofthe Twen- 
ty-fourth, who hails from Columbus, 
has been in the senate before, while the 
Athens senator, R. T. DuBose, of the 
Thirtieth, was a member of the house 
last year. The Macon senator, W. -D. 
McNeil, of the Twenty-second, has nev- 
er served in the legislature before, but 
he is one of the best known crimina] 
lawyers in the state, and will probably 
make his mark as a legislator.

Washington, D. C., June 14.—(Spe- 
clal.)——-The interstate commerce com- 
mission, in preparing for the physical 
valuation of railroads, under the Ad- 
amson-La Follette act, will make quite 
a large number of appointments with- 
in the near future. All of these posi- 
tions are under, the civil service and 
will almost exclusively be filled from 
persons who have had actual experi- 
ence and technical knowledge in con- 
nection with railroad work. 

The civil service commission has an- 
nounced examinations on July 21 for 
the following positions in connection 
with this service: Senior civil .en- 
gineer, senior structural engineer, sen- 
lor inspector of motive power, senior 
railway signal engineer, senior me- 
chanical engineer, senior architect.

When all the facts are in which 
these successive volumes will bring to 
light, the time will then be ripe to 
decide upon needed legislation, 
police reorganization and other 
features of a campaign designed 
to stamp out commercialized vice. A 
comprehensive, permanent crusade 
against prostitution has never yet 
been evolved. The scientific studies 
conducted by the bureau of social h¢r- 
giene give promise, for the first time, 
of accomplishing this result.

EXEMPTION OF LABOR 
STRONGLY OPPOSED 


United States Chamber of Com- 
merce Objects to Sundry 
Civil Bill. 


Washington, June 14.—By a heavy 
majority, the constituent members of 
the chamber of commerce of the United 
States, in referendum votes announced 
tonight, opposed the exemption of la- 
bor and agricultural organizations 
from prosecution under the anti-trust 
law, as provided in the sundry civil 
bil}, and favored, practically unani- 
mously, the establishment of a per- 
manent tariff commission. 

The appropriation in the sundry civil 
bill for enforcement of the anti-trust 
law, is made with the prohibition that 
none of the funds shall be used for 
the prosecution of labor or agricul- 
tural combinations. The bill is about 
to go to President Wilson for his sic- 
nature, and the result of the business 
men's vote on the subject will reacn 
him about the same time that the bil] 
does. The business men contend that 
an offense against the provisions of 
the anti-trust law are no less an of- 
fenseé when committed by combinations 
of labor or agriculture, than when 
committed by business combinations, 
and that a prohibition of the use of 
funds appropriated for prosecuting of- 
fenders of the law amounts to a form 
of absolution from penalty for violat- 
ing laws that are unrepealed and un- 
amended on the statute books 

The business men, through the or- 
ganization federated in the chamber, 
voted with practical unanimity for a 
permanent tariff commission, which 
would be bi-partisan in character, nom- 
inated by the president and confirmed 
by the senate with authority to gather 
information, but without power to 
make recommendations, except when 
called for by the body having power 
to institute tariff legislation.

Budapest Is Glad to camel 


Advocates of Equal 
Suffrage. 


Budapest, June 14.—Budapest’s 
hearty public and private weleome of 
the women’s suffrage congress affords 
a marked contrast to the almost hos- 
tile atitude displayed by Vienna. The 
Austrian government and the 
pal authorities have declined all recog- 
nition to the suffragettes, while the 
Hungarians are showing every hos- 
pitality. The municipality of Budapest 
has voted $2,000 for the entertainment 
of the delegates; the minister of edu- 
cation and burgomaster of Budapest 
have formally welcomed the congress; 
the municipality will give a reception 
In honor of the delegates Monday even- 
ing, and prominent citizens have ar- 
ranged a variety of entertainments. 

In Austria the official bodies have 
absolutely refused to render the con- 
gress assistance of any kind, the local 
supporters of the congress when solic- 
iting official aid being told bluntly 
that the only action that the city was 
likely to take would be o place a 
double police force on duty.

“BAR ASSOCIATION 
READY WITH BILL 


Synopsis of Measure to Re- 
place Local Justices of the 
Peace With New Municipal 
Court. 


An amendment to the constitution of 
Georgia was adopted last year giving 
the state legislature the power to 
abolish justice courts in certain cities 
and establish In lieu thereof euch 
courts, or system of courts, ag the gen- 
eral assembly might deem necessary. 

Immediately after the ratification of 
this amendment, the president of the 
Atlanta bar assOclation appointed a 
committee of twelve to draft a bill to 
provide for the eStablishment Of a 
municipal court In the city of Atlanta. 
This committee was composed of Wal- 
ter McElreath, chairman; Judge Arthur 
’ G. Powell, Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, 
L. C. Hopkins, Edgar Watkins, Van 
Astor Batchelor, Arthur Heyman, 
Bhephard Bryan, Lee M. Jordan, Armin- 
fus Wright, Jesse M. Wood and W. A. 
Fuller. 

Investigated Other Cities. 

The secretary of thecommittee,W. A 
Fuller, spent considerable time in col- 
lecting data relating to municipal 
courts in other cities. Copiag of the 
bills creating such courts in Chicago, 
New York, Buffalo, Boston, Cleveland. 
San Francisco and other cities, were 
obtained and carefully studied. 

After working several months in 
the preparation of the bill, the com- 
mittee hag completed its labors and 
the initial draft of the bill is in the 
hands of the printer. It will be pub- 
lished in pamphlet form and sent to the 
members of the Atlanta bar and the 
local judges. A meeting of the At- 
Janta bar association will then be call- 
ed and formal report of the bill made 
and action taken upon it by the asso- 
clation. The asosclation may adopt 
it as reported, or may amend it in any 
manner deemed proper. 

After the association acts upon It, 
the representatives from Fulton coun- 
ty will be requested to introduce the 
Lill in approaching sesSion of the legs- 
islature, and urge its pasSage. The 
bill as drawn provides for the estab- 
lishment of the court beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1914,

The Salary of the chief judge is 
fixed at $3,600 per annum, and the sal- 
ary of each of the associate judges at 
$2.9000 per annum. The judges are to 
be nominated by a majority of the 
judges of the superior court of Fulton 
county and appointed by the governor. 
The chief judge and two of the as- 
sociate judges, to be designated in the 
order of appointment, shall serve for 
four years. The two remaining asso- 
clate judges shall serve for 
two years. Thereafter their sudc- 
cessors shall serye for four 
years. Provision is made for the sus- 
pension and removal -from office by 
order of the superior court of any 
judge for incompetency, inefficiency, 
neglect of duty, or misconduct in or 
out of office, which in the opinion of 
such judge of the siwperior court tends 
to lower the dignity of such offictal or 
render him unfit to fill such office. An 
order of suspension may be pasSsed ex 
parte, but an order of removal only. 
after proper hearing. 
Clerks and Marshals. 

There will be a chief clerk and one 
deputy clerk, whose salaress wrth va 
$2000 and $1,500, respectively. The 
chie¢ clerk will be appointed by the 
judges of the court, and the deputy by 
the chief clerk. There will be a mar- 
shall and four deputy marshals. The 
salary of the marshal will be $1,800 
per annum, and the salary of each dep- 
uty $1,500. The mrashal and deputies 
will be appointed by the judges of 
the court. The duties of these officials 
are set forth In detail in the bill, and 
are substantially the same as those 
of the corresponding officers of the su- 
perior courts, wth such other duties 
as may be prescribed under the rules 
of court. 

Rules of Court. 

The bill authorizes the judges to pre- 
pare and promulgate such rules of pro- 
cedure and practice not inconsistent 
with the laws of this state as may bs 
necesSary to carry on and facilitate 


Pleading and Practice. 


All actions in said court shall be 
commenced by summons as now pro- 
vided for in justice courts. There will 
be no fixed court day,. but court will 
meet every Monday and enter judg- 
ment or assign for trial all cases filed 
and served not later than elght days 
previously. A defendant can defend 
by merely entering an appearance, ex- 
cept where suits are filed on sworn 
accounts or unconditional contracts In 
writing, in which cases the answer 
must be filed under oath.

Dr. Percy J. Starnes, who has dl- 
rected the Atlanta Music Festival 
chorus ever since its organization 
more than a year ago, and under whim 
it hag attained a position of pre-em- 
inence in the musical world, will con- 
duct in person at the big free con- 
cert this afternoon in the <Auditor- 
ium-Armory.

Cost Depostt. 

Each party filing a suit or proceed- 
ing of any character in this court is 
required to deposit with the clerk the 
sum of $2 as costs of suit; provided 
that such deposit shall not be re- 
quired of any person who shall make 
an affidavit that he is unable to make 
such deposit; and provided, further, 
that if the party making such deposit 
prevails in the case, the deposit shall 
be collected with the other costs from 
the losing party and returned to the 
party depositing same. 

Note by the committee: Some of the 
reasons given for requiring this cost 
deposit are as follows: (1) Similar de- 
posits are required in practically aj]l 
of the municipal courts recently estab- 
lished in different large cities, in the 
United States courts, in the court of 
appeals and in the supreme court. (2) 
The making of such a deposit will be 
the basis of a fund for the mainten- 
ance of the court, which is an added 
expense to the county government, it 
being expected that the court will be 
practically self-sustaining. (3) Re- 
quiring this cost deposit will tend to 
discourage the filing of frivolous 
suits. It will also meet a ground of 
objection now urged to the present 
justice courts that batches of cases 
are filed in some courts on the tacit 
understanding that no costs will be 
collected unless the same can be got- 
ten from the defendants. 


Sales. 

All sajJes are to be made before the 
courthouse door after proper adver- 
tisement, and proper records of such 
sales kept. At the present time there 
is no way of tracing property sold in 
justice courts and the bailiffs are par- 
ticular not to lend their assistance in 
tracing such property. 


Place of Holding Court. 


All suits will be filed in the clerk’s 
effice in the courthouse of Fulton 
county. The chief judge will -assign 
the cases for trial from time to time to 
the different divisions presided over 
by the associate judges. Alj of the 
divisions will hold court in the court 
house. In having only one office for 
the filing of cases and in having all 
trials conductedin the courthouse it is

“VISITORS” REPORT 
ON GA. UNIVERSITY 


“We Find Nothing to Criticise 
Adversely, and Much to 
Commend,” Is Summary 
of Report. 


Athens, Ge. June 14.—(Special.)— 
Interest centered in the reading of the 
report of the board of visitors to the 
board of trustees of the University of 
Georgia this morning. The board of 
visitors ts composed of Dr. A. W. Van 
Hoose, of Rome, chairman; Homer 
Carmichael, Judge B. S. Brewton, of 
Hinesville; Professor Ralph Miller, of 
Fort Valley, and B. W. Hunt, of Eaton- 
ton. 

The report was exhaustive and 
thorough and even then the board ac- 
knowledged “unfinished business.” 
Some of the salient points in the re- 
port follow: 

“We find nothing to criticise ad- 
versely and much to commend,” is the 
summary stated after examination of 
the management and conditions exist- 
ing in the institution. A higher mora] 
tone than for years, freedom from 
friction between students and authori- 
ties, school or municipal, and a better 
health record for the year were noted. 

The board recommended a central 
heating plant for the campus. The 
statement was made in the report that 
“very few of the teaching rooms, dor- 
mitories and dining halis are in keep- 
ing with the dignity of the university 
erd are a constant menace to the 
health and safety of the students and 
faculty; there is searcely a prepara- 
tory school in the south with dormi- 
tory facilities that are not superior to 
those of the University of Georgia.” 

New Dormitory Needed. 

Citing the fact that only 225°of 700 
students can find room in the present 
dormitories, the board recommended a 
new dormitory; the utter inadequacy 
of the dining hall accommodations are 
also noted and another and larger hall 
is recommended. f 

The graduate school wags compll- 
mented and recommendation was made 
that the teachers of these courses be 
remunerated for the extra effort and 
that a fee of $60 annually be charged 
for the students taking graduate work 
looking to the master’s degree. 

The new law school building was 
strongly urged, it being recounted that 
103 young men were receiving instru:- 
tion in this school this year, that the 
law schoo] its self-sustaining, that it 
pays its own professors’ salaries and 
turned over to the general fund of the 
university $1,500. It was shown that 
the conditions are crowded fearfully 
and a new bullding and an extra in- 
structor for the law department were 
urged. 

A bronze bust of Mr. Peabody was 
recommended to be placed in the new 
Peabody hall, the building just erect- 
ed and: opened this week for the schoo] 
of education, to indicate permanently 
the appreciation of the university and 
the state of the benefits which the 
great philanthrop!st made possible for 
the teacrers of the south. 

‘The salary of the professor of phar- 
macy is recommended to be increased: 
an instructor is recommended for the 
department of biology; a departmenta] 
library to cost $500 {Is urged for the 
department of history; it ig recom- 
mended that $1,500 be appropriated for 
{ucreasing the equipment’ of the de- 
partment of electrical engineering. 

Unusual stress was laid on the ex- 
cellent work of the recently establish- 
ed good roads work in the school of 
civil engineering and the “good roads 
laboratory” was a new feature to be 
commented upon in commendation by 
ths Loard. 

A department of publicity with 
specific system of work was recom- 
mended to carry to the people of the 
state the intelligence of what Is ac- 
tually being done In the various de- 
partments of their highest educational 
institution. 

“While there are objections to in- 
tercollegiate athletics,” says the board 
of visitors in allusion to this depart- 
ment of college activity here, “we be- 
lieve that those objections have been 
reduced to a minimum at Georgia.” 

Feats on the Campus. 

Some interesting recommendations 
were made regarding fraternities. 
“Objections to chapter houses could in 
a large measure be obviated by locat- 
ing the chapter houses on the cam- 
pus,” the board reported. Action was 
urged looking to the locating of al) 
chapter houses in future on the college 
property. It was urged that no man 
be pledged for membership in a fra- 
ternity who has not been in college 
three months at least and stood at 
least all examinations for a term 
satisfactorily. 

Inspection of the new alumni! hall, 
used for the first time during the year 
just closing, brought the recommenda- 
tion for alumni trustees on the board 
—since the alumni have direct interest 
in this building, it !s belleved repre- 
sentation on the board its not only 
their right, but would serve to helo 
the alumni Interest tn the university. 
The board asked that steps be taken, 
if the charter is not transgressed in 
so doing, to provide for a trustee to be 
elected by the alumn! association. 

Improvements were recommended 
for the academic building, an ad- 
ditional teacher for the department of 
commerce, better walks-to the gym- 
nasium and a physical instructor, 
whose salary shal] be paid by the 
trustees, were recommended.

“I would have an asylum provided 
either as a branch of the state sanita- 
rium at Milledgeville or as a separate 
institution, where persong who have 
been adjudged to be habitual drunk- 
ards may be sent for treatment. They 
should have the right of a jury trial 
just as in the case of insane persons, 
but the treatment should be different. 
When they have been duly adjudged 
to be drunkards, they should be sent 
to the state institution provided spe- 
clally for them for a definite term and 
should not De released therefrom until 
the physicians in charge were satisfied 
of their cure. 

“While in the asylum, the inebriates 
should be given such work as they 
are capable of doing, and the institu- 
tion should be made as nearly self- 
supporting from the proceeds of their 
labor as possible. Medical authorities 
are coming more and more to the con- 
Clusion that drunkenness is a disease 
rather than a crime, and should be 
treated as such. I believe that by in- 
telligent medical treatment carried on 
for a sufficient time to accomplish re- 
sults, thousands of men, now regarded 
as hopeless, could be saved to them- 
selves and their families. Those who 
have passed beyond all hope should 
be put away permanently in an in- 
stitution where they might receive pro- 
tection against their own weakness, 
and their friendg and relatives reliev- 
ed of the burden of their support.” 

Mr. Pickett did not seem to have 
considered how it would appear to 
outsiders for Georgia, a prohibition 
state, where intoxicants are supposed 
to be a thing unknown, to set about 
building an asylum for drunkards.

For hauling nitroglycerin in Okla- 
homa, where they “shoot” the ofl] wells

To guard against these disasters a 
rather novel body has been designed 
for the pneumatic-tired truck. Across 
the frame there are placed several] 
cross sills of pine. These sills are 
spanned with a layer of asbestos to 
prevent heat from reaching the load. 
Above the asbestos there is a solid pine 
floor covered with a thick rubber mat 
to reduce jolts. Over the mat there is 
a copper pan covering the entire load- 
ing space and having high sides to 
guard against the fluid reaching the 
chassis in case of a leak in one of the 
cans. Dividing the entire loading space 
are thirty cells, each 7x7x17 inches, into 
which cans of nitroglycerin are 
placed. The cells have a wood cover 
to prevent anything being dropped 
upon therm.

T0 YOSEMITE VALLEY 


Pope-Hartford Has the Honor | 
of Being First Auto 
to Enter. 


Motorists all over the country will 
be greatly elated to know that the 
government authorities have finally) 
been prevailed upon to throw open 
the famous Yosemite valley in Call- 
fornia to automobile traffic. The first 
car to enter the Yosemite National 
park since the closing order was is- 
sued six years ago was & Pope-Hart- 
ford belonging to P. J. Walker, of the 
California Automobile association. The 
trip into the valley was made at the 
special invitation of Major Littie- 
brandt, superintendent of the park 
and commanding officer of the reg)- 
ment stationed there for the purpose 
of determining proper routes and 
regulations for automobile traffic. 
The pathfinder entered the valley on 
the morning of May 25. When the car 


drew up at the office of Major Little- 
brandt under an escort of United | 
States cavalry it was greeted by a tol- 
ley of cheers from a group of visitors 
and other people who live in the val- 
ley. 

This scene was a notable one in its 
wav. since it marked the end of a 
long stubborn fight of California mo- 
torists for the right to enter the 
Yosemite. Mr. Walker’s car has been 
turned over to the government and 
will be used under the direction of 
Major Littlebrandt in making inspec- 
tion trips preparatory to opening the 
park to all automobilists. 

On the initial trip into the Yosemite 
valley Jack Fleming, the well-known 
Pope-Hartford race driver, had the 
honor of piloting the pathfinder. In 
the car were some of the most proml- 
nent San Francisco newspaper men 
besides Major Littlebrandt and Mr. 
Walker. The car ran under army or- 
ders from the boundary of the park 
to the bottom of the valley. 

At the boundary of the park it was 
met by Lieutenant Pegran and a de- 
tall of soldiers, who had a barricade 
of logs across the road to prevent ac- 
cess to the valley by machines which 
were reported to be planning a night 
rush for the park. In fact, one car 
had been at the boundary line for two 
days awaiting the official opening of 
the park. Lieutenant Pegran escort- 
ed the party to the outpost camp, 
where he received orders to admit the 
car to the valley. The speedometer 


showed a distance of 205 miles at 
Merced Grove 
Leaving the outpost at 6:30 
next morning, the run to the bottom 
of the valley and up to headquarters 
was made in 2 hours 37 minutes. This 
is to be used as the official time in 
preparing 4 schedule for the ma- 
chines. No car will be nllowed to 
make the trip. faster than this from 
Merced Grove. 

A complete system of checking sig- 
nals and time schedules will be ar- 
ranged during the next few days by 
Major Littlebrandt, P. J. Walker and 
other representatives of the motor- 
ists.

The rust must be removed before 
the paint is applied, otherwise it will 
not hold. It should first be scraped 
Off and then further cleaned with 
emery cloth and kerosene until a per- 
fectly clean and smooth surface i18 
Obtained. When all the rust is re- 
moved should then be taken to 
remove any oil, as paint will not hold 
to an Olly surface. When thoroughly 
Cleaned and dried the various spots 
can be paintéd and blended to match 
the rest of the car. Of course, with 
SO0me colors this ig practically impos- 
Sible without repainting the whole 
Panel or section. Usually such spots 
are touched up by the use of a paint 
fun, which sprays the paint. An ex- 
perienced painter can do this work so 
that the spots will hardly show after 
the car is used for a few days.

Motoring Department, The Consti- 
tution: Kecently I purchased a new 
Six-cylinder car, and did not drive it 
more than 150 miles before two of the 
connecting rod bearings burned out 
and three of the cylinders scored. In 
taking down the motor I found that 
there was a great amount of foreign 
matter in the crank case. There seem- 
ed to be plenty of oil, and I cannot 
account for the trouble except that 
this dirt followed the oil and caused 
the parts to score. Do you think this 
possible? So ee 

It is more than likely that the for- 
eign matter you have mentioned clog- 
ged the flow of oll and prevented the 
proper lubrication of the parts. If the 
flow of oil was prevented only tem- 
porarily it may have been suffictent 
to cause the trouble. Even though 
foreign matter gets into the ol] there 
is usually a screen which prevents it 
from reaching the vital parts. If 
there was plenty of oll in the motor 
there {s no reason why it should not 
reach the various bearings, provided 
o oll pump was functioning prop- 
erly. 


Helpful Hints to Motor Car Owners. 

Because a towed whee] will follow 
in a@ straight line behind whatever is 
towing it, {t generally is possible to 
drive a short distance backward if the 
steering gcvear breaks, leaving one 
wheel controllable. The unmanageable 
wheel {tn such a case should be lashed 
to prevent it turning athwart the car. 


It is not an easy matter to insert 
a gasket between two flanges, which 
cannot be separated any great dis- 
tance without tearing the gasket be- 
it in proper position. If the 
gasket Is placed in a cardboard folder, 
the task becomes mere child's play, 
for the crease of the folder can be in- 
serted and pushed into the small space 
until the gasket is in proper position 
and the fodder then withdrawn.

Solicitor General Tells Why 
Many Juries Are Reluctant 
to Convict. 


Solicitor General Hugh Dorsey, of 
the Fulton county superior court, has 
|given out an Interview strongly in- 
| dorsing the proposal to appoint a leg- 
,islative committee to make thorough 
| investigation of the penal system and 
{criminal court proceedure in Georgia, 
with a view of improving both, increas- 
ing their efficiency and bringing them 
thoroughly up to date. 

The specific proposal which Mr. Dor- 
sey indorses is that recently outlined 
by Judge T. E. Patterson, of the state 
prison board? and which has been com- 


mended by leading legislators and su- 
'perior court judges throughout the 
state. 

As solicitor general, 
constantly brought tin contact with 
many difficulties under the Georgia 
law of convicting a man before a jury, 
even when his guilt is certain. 

“I think one of the difficulties,” 
Mr. Dorsey, 
members of the average jury know 
that the conditions which. surround a 
convict in Georgia. tend to make a 
man worse and not better, and that 
juries are consequently reluctant to de- 
liver even a guilty man into the hands 
of a jvfstice that will merely inflict 
punishment on him without much like- 
lihood of doting him any good. 

‘Tf the penal system were revised 
along practical and thoroughly con- 
servative lines, yet in such a way that 
it would make for thé moral and 
physical betterment of .convicts, I be- 
lieve our juries would not only be 
more Willing to convict In proper casé6s, 
but would also be willing to give the 
criminal courts wider authority, which 
they stand in such great need of.’”

|SAVINGS OF DEAD MAN 
BEYOND GOVERNMENT 


Washington, June 14.—It is not with- 
in the power of the federal government 
to regulate the disposition of the sav- 
ings of a deceased depositor in postal 
savings banks, but the subject lies en- 
tirely within the control of the state 
which was the domicile of the dead 
depositor, declared Comptroller of the 
Treasury Downey in an opinion today 
to Postmaster-General Burleson. 

The decision practically reverses an 
opinion of former Attorney General 
Wickersham and nullifies regulations 
drafted by the board of trustees of the 
postal savings system, which author- 
ized postmasters to pay after the de- 
duction of funeral expenses the postal 
savings of a deceased depositor to any 
person to whom they had been be- 
queathed, or in case a beneficiary had 
not been named to pay the amounts to 
blood relations in a designated order 
of precedence. 

The former attorney general and the 
board of trustees, said the comptrol- 
ler, whose opinion is final, apparently 
failed fully to consider the fact that 
the states have the right to and do 
regulate “descents” and the methods 
by which property may be disposed of 
otherwise than as provided in the va- 


rious “statutes of descents.”

Walter H. Johnson, for sixteen years 
United States marshal for the northern 
district of Georgia, is awaiting with 
growing impatience acceptance of his 
resignation, which was sent by him 
to his department headquarters some 
weeks ago with a reques that it be- 
come effective June 30, the end of the 
current fiscal year. 

“You see,” said Marshal Johnson, 
speaking of his resignation, “no one 
knows better than I that the spoils 
belong to the victor. I sent in my 
resignation so that my successor might 
' De named intimetotake overhis work 
with the commencement of the new 
fiscal year. It would be much better 
for both of us if the change should 
come at that time. On June 30 the 
1918 fiscal year ends and the next 
morring a new fiscal year begins. My 
guccessor will start anew and then 
it'll be up to me to make a clean 
showing to the end of my term.” 

Few Georgians are more widely 
known or more highly esteemed than 
Walter Johnson. A native of Georgia, 
Columb@s being his birthplece, and the 
gon of a governor of the state during 
its territorial days immediately after 
the war between the states, Walter 
Johnson was among the hard work- 
ers of the latter’ sixties to bring 
about peace at heme. 

In the middle nineties, sixteen years 
ago, he was nemed marshal for the 
northern district of Georgia and since 
then has shown himself one of the 
mcst efficient officials the national 
government has had in the south As 
a governmental officia) he was thrown 
inio the nclitical life of the south ani 
though alligned with the political mi- 
nority at home, he fought a clean 
fight for his party in control in 
national :ffairs. No presidential] can. 
paign was complete without the guld- 
ance of Walter Johnson and as a result 
he carried with him to every re- 
publican national convention the 
nominating vote for Georgia. 

Marshal Johnson was among the 
first of the officeholders in Georgia 
to send in his resignation to President 
Wilson. “I would MIHke,” remarked 
Marshal Johnson in speaking of his 
retirement, “to return my most sincere 
thanks té every one in my office for 
the faithful aid they have given me. 
Without their assistance my record 
might have been less to my credit than 
it now shows.”

TO JOSEPH T. RAGAN, SR.

For many years he 
occupied the responsible position of 
manager of the Southern Cotton Oil 
company at this place and was held 
in the highest esteem by the officials 
of this company. He attended the 
convention of the State Association of 
Cotton “Seed Crushers held last week 
at Atlantic Beach, and at the time 
he left home to go there he was far 
from well. On his return about a 
week ago, he was forced to take his 
bed and steadily grew worse until] the 
end came on Thursday evening a little 
before 8 o'clock. 

He lived long enough to rear to 
young manhood four splendid son, Jos. 
Jr, Ellis, Cl.rence and Terrell, and 
he has one little 5-year-old daughter, 
Dorothy. His wife, who survives him, 
was the youngest daughter of the late 
Dr. Charles R. Moore.

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RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT

Many of the ministers expressed the 
Opinion that the quarrel would prove 
only temporary. 


PUSHING THE PROBE 
INTO FATAL WRECK 


Stamford, Conn, June 14.—Much of 
the testimony at today’s inquiry by 
Coroner Phelan to fix responsibility for 
the fatal wreck here Thursday on the 
New Haven road, had to do with the 
condition of the colliding engine before 
the accident. 

Several engineers who had run the 
ill-fated engine on days preceding 
Thursday testified that they had no 
trouble with it.

Doherty had told him of running by 
te station at Bridgeport on Wednes- 
Gay, but had said nothing about the 
biakes not working. 
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UNCLE SAM RESPONSIBLE 
FOR HIS INDIAN WARDS 


Washington, June 14.—Uncle Sam is 
just as much a protector and guardian 
of the life and welfare of his Indian 
wards as a parent ts of his child or a 
husband of his wife. 

This principle of responsibility was 
proclaimed today by George E. Downey, 
comptroller of the treasury, in over- 
ruling the appeal of Robert W. Wooley, 
the new auditor for the interior de- 
partment, for a reversal of the comp- 
troller’s previous decision approving 
a $900 bill of George P. Sampson, of 
Winslow, Ariz., for treating and nurs- 
ing back to life a blind Indian who had 
been run over by a railroad train. 
Auditor Wooley, sustaining the pos!l- 
tion of his predecessor, thought the 
bill unauthorized and unreasonable. 

Charley Walker, a blind Navajo, of 
Leuph, Aris., Indian school, and ward 
of the government, deserted by his 
guide and companion upon the approach 
of a train, was run over. Dr. Sampson, 
called to his assistance, amputated his 
left leg and right foot and cared for 
him for three months. 

“This was an emergency if there ever 
was one; the Indian had to be cared 
for at once as a matter of humanity,” 
said the comptroller in holding the 
bill just and reasonable. “Could a 
father escape Hablility for services ren- 
dered his child under similar cimcum- 
stances? He could not.”

“The W. & A. is anxious to co-Op- 
erate with the city on any feasible 
Plan to close the underpasses,’ Major 
McCullom told the committee, “but at 
the saane time we cannot be expected 
to agree to a plan which will bottle 
up our property.” 

While the two officials indicated 
their approval of the incline scheme, 
they did not promise the city that they 
would recommend it to officials high- 
er up. Discussing the incline, Major 
McCullom frankly told the committee 
that he did not think the W. & A, 
would agree to the closing of either 
Kap of the underpass until the city 
provides adequate means of ingress 
and egress. 

Ex-Mayor Robert F. Maddox directed 
attention to the depleted condition of 
Atlanta’s city treasury, and commented 
on the impossibility of Securing the 
improvement this year. He urged that 
Major McCullom co-operate with the 
committee, and offered the following 
proposition, which was adopted by the 
committee, and which will be sub- 
mitted in lieu of the incline proposal: 

Offer of the City. 

“The city of Atlanta asks and urges 
the Western and Atlantic to agree to 
the closing of the underpasses; as a 
Substitute for the underpasses to be 
the city offers &he use of the 
roadway across the Central of Geor- 
railroad tracks, which this road 
for an indefinite period sub- 
ject to termination on twelve months’ 
notice; as a potection to the Western 
Atiantic against such termina- 
tion, the city guarantees to either re- 
open the underpasses or else provide 
some other means of ingress and egress 
to the Western and Atlantic tracks 
that will be equally satisfactory.” 

Both Major McCullom and Engineer 
McDonald promised that they would 
submit the above proposal to the com- 
pany officials immediately, and  as- 
BSured an early response. 

Because the closing of the under- 
pass undoubtedly means damage, more 
or less, to the Western and Atlantig 
there is some doubt as to whether the 
officials can be persuaded to agree to 
it.

Governor Must Approve. 

The act of the legislature, adopted 
last year, and which authorizes the 
closing of the underpass, requires the 
governor and the railroad commission 
to pass on and approve any scheme 
proposed before it can be carried into 
effect. As the Western and Atlantic 
is the property of the state, both the 
governor and railroad commission are 
likely to disapprove any scheme which 
will, in any way, effect the value of 
the property. 

Major McCullom’s position at the 
conference was positive and emphatic, 
and it is considered likely that the 
head officials of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, lessees 
of the Western and Atlantic, will take 
the same position. If they refuse to 
ganction the use of the Central of 
Georgia roadway, and agree to the 
erection of an incline as a method of 
egress from the railroad yards, it 
will be up to the city to provide the 
money or let the project go over until 
next year. Every cent of the surplus 
of the city has been literally used up, 
and no more is in sight this year. 

Restrictions of Legislature. 

The restrictions placed by the legis- 
ture on the proposed project, and the 
length to which it went to safeguard 
the property, is conclusively shown in 
the following section of the act: 

That said underpass shail not be 
closed nor said portion of sald street 
vacated until other adequate and rea- 
sonable means of ingress and egress 


from the roads and yards of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad shall be pro- 
vided by the city of Atlanta, and be- 


fore said underpass shall be closed,

IN AMERICAN MARKETS 


COTTON. 
New Orleans, June 14.—Cotton this week closed | 
at a net advance of 14 to 17 points. Buils were) 
in fairly good control of the market for the’ 
start, the low prices being made on Monday, 
tnd at the lowest only a eiight net decline was 
ellcwed, the trading months standing unchanged 
tc 4 points down, compared with the final prices 
of last week. 
TuesJay, when the trading months were 23 to 82 
points over last week’s close. The range of 
prices wes 238 to 36 points. 


The main bullish influence of the week were | 
the Operations in the July position and the cold , 


veatber in the cetton belt. Reports of too muoh 
rain in a few sections of the bdelt early in the 
week also helped the long side. Waile few 
peop e claimed chat any great immediate danage 
had been done the growing crop by the low nigut 
temperatures, it wae almost unanimously con- 
ceded that the growth of the plant was being re- 
tarced, which, the bulls, argued. served to mak” 


The high prices were made on | 


the crop even later than it became because of the 
setback around planting time. Toward the vn 
of the week weather conditions were more favor- 
atle, but they brought forth no great amount of 
fresh short sellings. Bears were wary because 
oO: their inability to get a good line on the July 
campaign. 

The wotk of the bulls in the summer months 
coused a considerable improvement in the sp: 
cemand, and, while offerings of actual cotton 
were not large enough to allow a large business 
being done, there was more activicy than udu! 
in spot circles which made the cause of the 
tulls grow in favor in some quarters. The small 
stocks at the United States ports excited litlie 
comment and caused uneasiness among shorts. 

Rumors were that stocke would etill further 
shrink as the result of pending foreign shipments 
The only consolation the bears got out of the 
gossip and tumors of the week was the report 
that Owners of actual cotton in the south were 
sclling July in New Orleans and New York 
aga.nst prospective larga ahipmetns to those mar- 
kets, 

In dhe spot department, prices gained 32, 
middlimg closing at 12 7-1@, againet 12 3-16 last 
week and 124% rhis week last year. Sales on the 
spot amounted to 1,875 bales, against 1.800 las* 
week and 1,619 this week last year. Sales to 
arrive were 1,630 bales, againet 909 and &38. 


FINANCIAL. 

New York, June 14.-—The moet viclent decline 
in stocks of the year, followed by a recovery 
almx¢ equally rapid. made “he week a turbulent 
onc tn the securities market. Pessimism bad 
prevailed for months in the financial district. 
Qroted values had fallen ateadily unt!) many 
leading stocks were 15 to 25 points helow the 
‘igh figures of the year World-wide money ten- 
rion, tariff regulation, a railroad receivership, 
European selling of American securities, evidences 
of contraction fn some lines of business, all 
temded to increase the weight under which the 
market was staggering. Then came the suprems 
court’s deoleion in the Minnesota rate cases 
which Wall street heet!ily construed as decidedly 
unfavorable to the railroads. 

That a reaction should have followed wis to 
be expected tn the usual course of affairs. grow- 
ing out of technical market conditions. But the 
extent of the reaction and the continued strength 
shown throughout the ramatnder of the weck 
made {t evident tha' a change tn sentiment had 
at last come over the financial discrict. While 
it is recognized that unfavorable factors eti!) per- 
sist, there is, temporarily at least, a more hope- 
ful feeling. 

Hastily drawn conolustione regarding the Min- 
nesota rate derctsion were modified on second 
thought. The district improvement tin the po- 
litical situation abroad helped to bring about a 
change itn sentiment. There were indications 
that a plan for dissolution of the Harriman sys- 
tem would be officlally approved in the near fu- 
ture. 

More important stfll wae the change in the 
rrorney market. It has been recognized for months 
that the monetary situation the world over was 


the chtef cause of depression of the securities 


; markets, and the mcre liberal offering of money 


by leading banks was of direct effect. Largo 
amounts of commercial paper were absorbed, and 
freer offerings of time and call money rasulted 
in @ relaxaticn of rates. Secretary McAdoo’s an- 
noumcement that he would approve the lssuance 
of emergency currency was of value chiefly for 


i‘ts effect on sentiment. 


In spite of relaxation, the financial outlook in 
its »roader aspeets was little changed The situ- 
atdon abroad was vorelieve!l. Banks were atill 


‘reluctant to placo loans except for short periols, 


and contineud to pile up reserves for the crop 
moving seaeon. Prospective borrowers s«w lit:la 
to encourage the belief that requirements of the 
corporations for new capital can be met advane- 
tageously. 

From some lines of trade came further reports 
of a slowing down in business. Crops were fa- 
vorable. 


COTTON GOODS. 

New York, June 14.—Jobbers are buying their 
fall requirements of domestic cottons ‘n a very 
careful way and are supplying only a small por- 
tion of normal] needs. Few operators were pro- 
viding any goods to be held. and the absence of 
speculation of any character gives the market an 
unusual appearance of hesitancy. The combined 
influence of tight money and tariff uncertantities 
is apparently the controlling force !n the eitua- 
tion. The strong feature of the market ts that 
stocks in firet and second hands are unusually 
low and the spot sales are frequent enough to 
keep prices steady. Revisions of prices for fall 
trading heave been made on wide end narrow 
sheetings, _tickings, and bleached muslins, and 
after fair purchases, values have etiffened again. 

Fruits of the loom 4x4 bleached muslins were 
reduced from 8%c to %\ec, at which price all 
the goode offered were taken, and the goods are 
not at value preparatory to an advance. Wide 
sheetings were revised only 2 cents a yard, 
Hoetery and underwear manufacturers have main- 
tained prices for spring on a basis of last sea- 
gon, and the men now on the roads are get- 
ting moderate eaized advance orders. Wash goods 
sales ![n the jobdbing houses were very succes- 
ful during the week and jobbers and retailers 
are active in cleaning up the smal! lots that are 
to be had.

STEL AND IRON, 

New York, June 14.—Several large orfers for 
steel plates from car shops and for rails and 
structural shapes for export to South America 
were booked by the subsidiary companies of the 
Tnited States Steel corporation thia week, which 
brought up the average orders booked asince 
June 1, to about 80.009 tone per day. The indi- 
eation ts that output and shipments of rolled 
steel products by the corvoration mills fn May 
average’ a little over 46.000 tons per day, wh'le 
new orders were approximately 21.000 tong per 
day. 

The tndependent eteel companies, appearentiy, 
are not doing as#® well. Rallroads are placing 
very few orders for equipment, and future steel 
buetnesas from this souree, waits on the money 
market and the freight rate question. The steel 
mills, however, report the rev'val of railroad 
etructutral work, calling for 200,000 tons of 
steel shapes.

Drug Feinds Use Heroin. 


(From The Philadelphia North American.) 
The abuse of heroin began about three years 
ago. It goon became the mos re- 
course of the slaves of cocaine, morphine and 
opium. The use of heroin was not confined to 
the umferworld. The drug epread Ms tentacles 
untli they were fastened upon all walks of fa 
Users of the drug ‘‘sniff it,”’ and the effect is as 
rapid as cocaine. The natural form of the drug 
is pure white crystals, but it is frequently sold 
in tablet and powder form. 

Chemically, it is known as heroin hydro-chlo- 
ride. it is the hydroghioride ester of morphine. 
An ester is a wholly organic compound produced 
by the action of various acids. Its crystals re- 
seint-ie those of sugar rather than those of chalk. 
In medicine it i# used to produce sleep it has 
frequently been prescribed as a sedative suitable 
for people constitutionally unfitted for morphiu.e. 

Like morphine, heroin first excites and in 1 
measure exhilarates. That stage is succeeded by 
one of sleep and then by profound depréssion. 
There is always a danger of an overdose Mor- 
phine users can increase the dose as their sys- 
tem craves the drug. Users of cocaine can satu 
rate their systems with cocaine. Not «<0 « *h 
hercin. There le always danger that if the dose 
is increased day by day death wil! follow quick’'y. 

In its outward effect on the victim heroin j2s 
much the same effect as its mother, morphine. 
The face of the user becomes drawn and llow 
and the pupils of the eyes are reduced to the 
size of pinheads. Cocaine, on the contrary 
flushes the face and gives the eyes a glassy 
effect. 

Heroin sets about the wrecking of 
and body with fiendish pers'st*n 
The character and will power of the user is 
broken; the imagination becomes .. i 
the victim is soon mpe for any crime. The bod- 
‘ly tissues waste away and vitality~sinks to a 
low ebb. The craving for the drug soon becomes 
more powerful and insistent than the craving for 
morphine, cocaine or opium.

Clear 
skies and soaring temperatures made 
shorts uneasy, and when announce- 
ment came that an indefinite period of 
such conditions could be looked for, 
a lively scare developed. Brokers sup- 
posed to be acting for bull leaders, 
were conspicuous bidders for Septem- 
ber wheat. The special incentive for 
this purchasing was said to be an 
opinion from a well known export 
that without general soaking rains 
within a week, the losses in the spring 
wheat belt would reach a heavy to- 
tal. Seaboard clearances of wheat and 


flour, equalled 270,000 bushels. Pri- 
mary receipts of wheat were 636,090 | 
bushels; a year ago 295.000 bushels. 

Pessimistic field advices from Illi- 
nots and other important states ex- 
citeq the shorts in corn. Offerings 
were extremely small. Besides, re- 
ceivers predicted a falling off in re- 


ceipts next week. 

Oats crossed the 40 cent line, 
closed at the highest level of the 
season. The causes were unwelcom 
heat and absence of moifsture. 

Provisions sagged with the hog mar- | 
ket, and on account of an expected 
bearish statement Monday, 
to packing house stocks. Trade was 
much more active than usual on Bat- 
urday.

“Only this morning I received assur- 
ances from the empire of Japan of its 
desire to renew with the United 
States its general arbitration treaty. 
Before next Christmas I am expecting 
that at least twenty-five nations will. 
have concluded with this country trea- 
ties by the terms of which contro- 
versies which cannot be adjusted oth- 
erwise may be referred to a disin- 
terested international tribunal, thus 
practically insuring peace and justice 
between us and all of the great na- 
tions of the world. 

“Love is a stronger force than fear. 
It is the proud boast of this nation 
that our flag is loved, rather’ than 
feared. No gun ever mounted is as 
stronz as a great thought. Great 
thoughts are the controlling forces of 
the world, and love is the basis of 
every great thought.” 

Concluding in an apotheosis to 
flag, Secretary Bryan compared 
ideals represented respectively 
Christ and Pilate: , 

“The power of the nwnarmed man of 
Galilee is represented by that flag and 
no man will dare to put it on the side 
of Pilate, who was the embodiment of 
force. Let us always make it a sym- 
bol of the nation’s purpose—a purpose 
pure enough to be represented by such 
a flag.

Washington, June i4.—Finishing 
touches to the gupreme court’s decis- 
fon in the railroad rate cases from 
Missouri, Arkansas, Kentucky, Oregon 
and West Virginia are believed to have 
been added today in secret conference. 
The decisions, with those in the other 
forty-nine cases before the court, are 
¢ jected to be announced Monday.

the Minnesota rate cases. In doing s0. 
he will review the opinion of Judge 
Smith McPherson of the western Mis- 
sourt circuit court.

This Will Be One Argument 
Advanced for Creation of 
Barrow County. 


If Barrow county is created by the 
coming legislature, it will start in bus!i- 
ness with a county seat larger in pop- 
ulation and from a business standpoint 
than 109 out of 148 county seats in 
+ Georgia.

COLLEGE EDUCATION 
VALUED AT $25,000 


Chicago, June 14.—A college educa- 
tion Js worth $25,000, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by the administration 
office of Northwestern university and 
made public today. In seeking to 
prove in dollars and cents the value of 
a higher education, the unfversity took 
a census of the class of 1903, members 
of which have had ten years to get 
“cettled.” 

The investigation showed that 
the first five years out of school the 
average earning power of the gradu- 
ates was $867, and for the next 
vears the earning capacity jumped to 
$1,862. 

According to the United States cen- 
sus bureau the average earning capac- 
ity of the salaried man in Chicago ts 
$1,202. An estimate of the total value 
of a college education was arrived at 
by finding the difference between the 
earnings of the graduate and multiply- 
ing the sum by forty, which the sta- 
tistician considered a fair estimate of 
a man’s years of service. 

The cost of a college education at 
Northwestern is estimated at $2,400.

MONEY OF GEORGIA 
POURED INTO WEST 
FOR BUYING GRAIN 


Cordele, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)— 
According to an authentic report three 
of Cordele’s banks paid out for im- 
ported feed stuffs from the west be- 
tween January 1 and May 1 of this 
year a total sum of $600,000. By good 
authority it is also stated that ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 was paid out 
from the banks of Albany during the 
Same length of time for the same pur- 
pose. 

Bringing to light these figures has 
created a great deal of discussion, op- 
posing the too commonly practiced rule 
of the farmers of this section of mak- 
ing cotton the chief crop. It argued 
by business men and a number of 
farmers that this drain of money from 
this section each year is almost wholly 
responsible for the tightening up in 
financial circles in some parts of south 
Georgia during the summer. These 
facts and figures seem to be a revela- 
tion to the farmers themselves, and 
will doeubtless prove a great influence 
in developing more generally the “live 
at home’ plan, and the production of 
more corn and other grain crops. 

In discussing this situation, one 
prominent farmer, who states that he 
learned years ago that the “live at 
home” plan was the most prcfitable, 
said: 

“Why the section has escaped bank- 
ruptcy is a tribute to the innate, or 
natural resources, or productiveness, of 
the land rather than to the wisdom of 
the man. There should be no demand 
here for the purchase of imported 
feed stuffs. No part of the south 
can surpass this in grain growing, agd 
it is the lack of it upon a systemat- 
ic basis on almost every plantation 
that is responsible. It is high time 
that something was being done to 
break the dominion of the usurper, 
‘King Cotton,’ and solve the problem 
by a division between this and other 
crops on the farm for home consump- 
tion.”

Hitting Our Inventors. 


(Gilbert H. Montague, in Leslie’s.) 

The Oldfield bill proposes that when- 
ever any patent has been used in con- 
nection with any combination in re- 
straint of trade, the patent may De 
condemned and forfeited; and further 
that “‘such reStraint shall be conclu- 
sively deemed to have been or to be 
unreasonable” and in violation of the 
Sherman law, if the vendor of any pat- 
ented article does any of a number of 
acts. None of these acts are forbidden 
to manufacturers or dealers in unpat- 
ented articles. Only those who have 
spent their time and money advancing 
progress and the arts by developing 
and introducing new and useful in- 
ventions are subjected to this whole- 
sale outlawry. suit every manufac- 
turer and dealer in patented articles 
becomes a criminal if he tries to secure 
a year’s business as a condition of 
selling to a dealer; if he tries to hold 
the dealer to his agreement to buy his 
patented goods exclusively or to a cer- 
tain extent: if he tries to hold the 
dealer to hig agreement to maintain a 
standard price on the patented goods; 
if he licenses the use of a delicate pat- 
ented machine on condition that it be 
used only with specially prepared sup- 
Plies or in continuity with specially 
adapted machinery necessary to insure 
the perfect operation of the patented 
machine; if he limits the licensee’s 
line of business so that he may license 
to others the exclusive use of his pat- 
ented machine in other lines of busi- 
ness; if he agrees with a retailer in a 
town to sell his patented goods to no 
one else in the same town or to sell 
to other retailers only on less favor- 
able terms, in consideration of which 
the retailer Shall push the sale of the 
goods; of if he sells his patented goods 
in any particular territory at a less 
he sells elsewhere. 
The penalty for doing any of these 
is the forfeiture of the patent, 
a fine of $5,000 and a year’s imprison- 
ment, and the payment of three-fold 
damages and the costs of suit and at- 
fees to anyone who comes in 
three years thereafter and 
any damage. But manufac- 
turers and dealers in every other form 
of property are left absolutely free

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MENDING THE TAX SYSTEM. 

The men who, for years, have fought a 
courageous but futile fight for fair taxation 
in Georgia may take heart. Indications are 
that their battle is nearer victory at this 
moment than at any time since its inaugu- 
ration. State Treasurer Speer in a recent 
interview with The Constitution declared 
he saw on the political horizon every sign 
of approaching revision. Of equal signifi- 
cance is the fact that Representative Slater, 
of Bryan, and Swift, of Muscogee, announce 
intention to introduce in the approaching 
legislature bills providing a tax on inheri- 
tances. 

Speaking itself, The Constitution 
would not both to inheritance 
taxes and to general tax revision. An in- 
heritance tax might temporarily relieve the 
state of its annual, and disgraceful, financial 
embarrassment. But it would still leave 
untouched the no less disgraceful lack of 
uniformity in general taxation which, if per- 
mitted proceed uncorrected, would 
eventually return the treasury to its present 
dilapidated condition. 

This paper is already on record with re- 
gard an tax. We believe it 
to be thoroughly just. It works no hardship 
on the living. It subtracts a fraction from 
estates only after these estates have lost 
power to harm or help their makers. I! 
takes from the living only a modicum of 
the fortune which they never really pos- 
sessed. It returns to society a very small 
portion of the fortune that the 
energies of society and the protection 
forded government helped to pile

A former legislator, in conyer- 
sation with The Constitution the other day, 
illustrated the true state of affairs and 
popular sentiment. He asked what 
chance revision now had in Georgia. “Ex- 
cellent,” he replied. “When I was in the 
general assembly a few years ago, I thought 
sentiment sufficiently awake. |] 
asked the representative of one of the coun- 
ties least liable to be suspected of favoring 
revision his opinion. He told me he believed 
his people were ripe for it. They had, he 
said, grown tired of the spectacle of farms 
side bv side and of equal value standing 
their share of taxation unequally.”’ 

We hope so. For the case of inequally 
returned farms is only an illustration of the 
same thing in communities, in individuals 
in all walks of life and in counties. One 
man, with a conscience, pays his full share. 
Another dodges. And the’man who pays 
carries on his back the man who dodges. 
The county that pays carries on its back 
the county that dodges; frequently, a coun- 
ty adjoining and equally as rich and 
populous. 

Georgia's finances appear sick and ineffi- 
cien: because of this miserable tax system 
justly denounced by Judge John Hart as 
“passing round the hat.” The system is 
responsible for the yearly scandal and 
farce of college presidents and heads of 
eleemosynary institutions having to resort 
to positive mendicancy to obtain appropria- 
tions about half large enough for upkeep 
and expansion. Back of this penalizing 
of the coming generation, denying to them 
the opportunities gladly given by poorer 
southern states, is the wretched and make- 
shift taxation of Georgia. 

The friends of tax reform must be care- 
ful net to confuse the issues and jeopardize 
their fight. That has been done before in 
the histery of this same Movement.

THE OLD BODYGUARD. 


What pen can adequately tell of the 
loyalty and service of the old negro body- 
guard of the confederacy? His tribe, and 
a noble one it is, was vividly recalled by a 
recent story in The Constitution. Therein 
was .set forth a petition from twenty-eight 
of these old negro suttlers and bodyguards. 
They had served throughout the war with 
their masters. They had lived a law-abiding 
and useful career since the curtain rang 
down at Appomattox. And now, pressed 
upon by misfortune, they asked aid of the 
white people of Georgia. 

Georgia and other southern = states 
should care for these faithful old darkies. 
They are the flower of a regime as strange 
and as dramatic as any that lines American 
history. And when the historian of the 
negro race shall finally come to his task 
with vision cleared and passions purified 
by time he will appraise these gallant old 
negroes as of the stuff from which the 
traditional hero is made. 

The negro bodyguard had all to lose and 
nothing to gain by the victory of the 
seceding states. If his master triumphed 
it meant indefinite bondage for the slave 
and his descendants. If his master were 
defeated it meant emancipation and a new 
free life. Yet it is to be doubted*if any 
of the body servants of that era weighed 
these considerations’ seriously. By the 
thousands they accompanied their owners 
to the front. As the petition states, they

A Bulletin Issued by the Georgia State 
Board of Health. 


You have probably heard the story of 
the “barker” at the circus side-show, who 
said, “Ladies and gentlemen, we have inside 
of this tent an African zebra. The zebra is 
an interesting animal from the fact that he 
has ninety-nine stripes upon his back and 
no two of them are alike.” Well, flies differ 
from the stripes on a zebra’s back in a 
great many respects. In the first place there 
are only about twelve variettes of flies, and 
all these different kinds are just alike; that 
is, in the respect that they all carry disease. 
Of course, some of

the reason that there are more flies belong- 
ing to that variety. For the kind 
known to the scientists as musca domestica, 
and commonly called the house fly by ordi- 
nary individuals, and various other names

ON “GOINGUPAGAINST IT”

“Going up against it” is the United States 
way of describing a head-on collision be- 
tween man and misfortune. 

“Tt” in this case means trouble in all of 
its hideous varieties. When a man goes up 
against “it” he meets trouble in a narrow 
road, with no room in which to side step and 
he has a good chance to examine trouble's 
shining fangs and to look down its red and 
hungry throat about three miles. 

There are as many kinds of “it” as there 
are of trouble. In Alfred the Great's case 
“it’ consisted of a hostile army, which was 
hunting him with an obituary already pre- 
pared, while he had nothing left with which 
to fight it but a battered harp.

And he explained the: first 
retreat of Lee as merely a falling back 
in order to draw the enemy out into 
the open. He described vividly the re- 
treat of the yankees before the con- 
federate fire. 

Letter Full of Optimism, 

Writing thus from the camp in Vir- 
ginia, in the very midst of the war, 
the soldier tovk an optimistic view of 
the future and the past. 

“Some folkg are disposed to blame 
General Lee for attempting to invade 
the north,” he wrote. “They urge that 
he lost more than he gained. But I 
think differently. True, he lost a num- 
ber of men, but might not he have lost 
as many or more if he had remained 
in Virginia? 

“I think the chances cf success were 
z00d. They were not fully realized, 
it is true, but we will not notice what 
fained. In the first place he fed 
his army for seventeen ‘days in the 
enemy’s country, which you know l!s 
a considerable item. I do not know 
the exact number of horses which he

brought out, but would guess it tv be 
near 2,000 head, and about 5,000 head 
of beef cattle, besides numbers of 
, wagons and equipage. 

“But the most important item of all 
was carrying the war into their own 
land and making them feel its horrors. 
Though the destruction of private 
property was strictly forbidden by our 
commanding general, yet the soldiers 
set at defiance all military notions and 
/destroyed the bee hives, chickens, hogs 
and sheep in abundance. Then there 
are the public works which were de- 
stroyed, which is another considerable 
item. I do not pretend to compare those 
things with the loss of human life, 
but considering that this was the first 
time that the south had carried the 
war successfully into the north, even 
for a short time, the expedition is not 
to be counted a failure.” 


Movements Around Gettysburg. 


White’s letter would cover many col- 
umns in a newspaper if printed in full, 
ag it is in great detail, having evi- 
dently been written in sections during 
a period of several days and then dis- 
patched as one levng letter. The de- 
scription of the movements leading up 
to the conflict at Gettysburg, and the 
vivid portrayal of the battlefield, which 
are of particular interest because of 
the approaching Gettysburg reunion 
next July, are here given as White 
wrote frm his camp fire: 

“Late In the evening of the Ist 
(July), we could distinctly hear the 
heavy roar of artillery in the direction 
which Ewell and Hill had gone. We 
soon learned that Hill, who was in 
front, had met, engaged and was suc- 
cesSfully driving the enemy before him. 
We immediately fell into lines and 
moved off in the direction of the fir- 
ing. 

“We did not go far before night 
closed in and with it the firing ceased, 
still we pressed on, until. we arrived 
near the scene of action, where we 
rested until the next morning, when 
we moved up and took our position 
in regular battle line, for, though 
Hill and Ewell had driven the enemy 
some four miles the previous evening, 
still he was in our front. 


Confederates Bound Forward. 


“*All the forenoon of the 2d was de- 
voted to the proper establishment of 
our lines. About 3 p. m. our division 
was moved immediately in front of a 
battery of twelve heavy guns belong- 


. ing to the enemy and not more than 


100 yards from the same. We were 
ordered to fall flat on the ground, 
where we remained for some time, 


_only sheltered from the shot and shell 


by some gently rising ground. 
“In a short time General] Lee de- 


' termined to silence the yankee battery 


For this purpose he 
caused thirty pieces of our artillery 
to be brought up and placed in posi- 
tion some 30 or 40 steps in front of 
where our regiment was lying. Soon 
they opened a galling fire upon the 
enemy’s battery, the yanks replied as 
rapidly as possible, but thelr guns 
were soon silenced by ours, not, how- 
ever, unti]) they had splintered the 
trees over our heads with grape and 
shell, making our situation very un- 
pleasant. 

“As soon as the yankee guns in our 
front were silenced a genera] advance 
was ordered; with a bound and a yell 
our men rose to their feet and press- 
ed forward asif to conquer or die. On 
we went, at a double quick, seemingly

Yankees Driven Before Fire. 

“We had not gone far before we 
encountered the first line of the 
enemy, Which was hotly engaged with 
Kershaw’s brigade on our right. We 
advanced to within 50 or 60 yards of 
them, undiscovered and without firing 
a gun; when in that distance we open- 
ed on them such a volley as broke 
their line and they fled in great con- 
fusion: following on rapidly we con- 
tinued to pile them up in heaps. We 
soon reached their second line of in- 
fantry, which poured a destructive fire 
intO our ranks, but this did not check 
our boys in the least: finding it im- 
possible to drive us back, they, too, fled 
and continued to fire as they went. We 
kept close at their heels unti]) they 
reached the foot of the mountain: 
when it was ascertained that the 
enemy were attempting to flank us on 
our left we were immediately ordered 
to fall back, which we did, though we 
did not entirely leave the battle field, 
as we slept about midway from where 
we commenced the charge to where 
we commenced to fall back. 

“After resting undisturbed for the 
night, we advanced early the next 
morning, until within 600 yards of 
the enemy’s lines, where we remained 
until 4 p. m. All efforts to draw the 
enemy from their position proving of 
no avail, General Lee decided to try 
the effect of his artillery on them: he 
therefore brought forward 110 pieces 
of cannon, which were placed on the 
adjacent hills and were all soon belch- 
ing forth their life-seeking contents, 
making the whole vacuum above hide- 
ous with their roar and screams. The 
yankees also opened about the same 
number, which only increased the un- 
earthly roar 

In the Midst of Cannonnading. 

“During this awful engagement, 

which lasted three hours, we were ly 


in deadly 


foes. The shells from each side pass- 
ing directly over us. wihch rendered 
our position very unpleasant. Finding 


retreat, General Lee determined 
move back to a short distance, hop- 
ing thereby to lead the enemy from 
his stronghold. We accordingly moved 
back to the 
and took position behind some gently 
rising ground, but the enemy, so far 
from following us, commenced himself 
to retreat. 

“T will not return and view the bat- 
tlefield, while our boys are enjoying 
a season of rest, with the exception 
of our pickets on the front lines The 
damage done to our army by the heavy 
artillery duel was quite small and I 
have no certain knowledge as to the 
amount of damage done to the enemy, 
but from what I could see I believe 
it to have been great. I could see the 
shells from our guns burst just in 
the midst of their ranks, scattering 
them itn every direction. 

Gettysburg a Field of Blood. 

“Now we are fairly on the battle- 
field—behold the many lifeless forms 
which are scattered over a large ex- 
tent of ground, measuring 10 miles in 
length and 2 miles in width, over 
which we had driven the enemy on 
the evening of the 2d. It would be a 
sickening sight to those not accus- 
tomed to look upon such scenes to 
gaze at those mangled and bloody 
bodies, but to the hardened soldier it 


little sympathy. 

“Follow the track over which our 
regiment passed in that bloody charge 
and you may see the yanks lying in 
heaps of from three to ten. You might 
stand in one position and count from 
fifteen to forty prostrate and lifeless 
vanks, besides many wounded and 
helpless, all the work of 
eenth Georgia. It has been my for- 
on that I saw more dead and dying 
than on any before. Our loss in this 
engagement was very heavy. But the 
loss of the enemy, I feel satisfied, was 
three times that of ours. 

The Aftermath in Lee’s Camp. 

‘We will now 
left our boys. Here they are all quiet, 
some eating, some sleeping and some 
few writing letters to their friends, 
informing them of the great battle 
which had been fought. In this posi- 
tion we remained all night, and the 
next day, expecting the enemy to ad- 
vance upon us, but they came not. 
During the day of the 4th our skirm- 
ishers still continued to fire on the 
front line, but could bring on no geén- 
eral engagement. Late in the even- 
ine T was one of/a hundred men de- 
tailed to go out on the front line to 
watch the movements of the enemy. 
We advanced within 600 vards of the 
yankee pickets; there was then a call

TEACHING GEORGIA’S 
BLIND TO SEE

know a discord when a key is struck 
is sufficient to make a proficient piano 
tuner and it is a business especially 
Suited to a blind person. 

In the girls’ department they are 
taught to weave, knit, embroider and 
do plain sewing. Some even learn to 
use the sewing machine. One would 
not think that a blind person would 
be able to do much in blending colors, 
but there are some at the academy 
who do fancy work in different colors 
and do it perfectly. 

As cooks, the girls often become 
unusually proficient, and the case of 
one girl is cited to show how her 
knowledge proved beneficial not only 
to herself but to the family of which 
she is a member. 

The mother had been doing the 
cooking at home, but was taken sick. 
Word was sent to the academy for 
the blind daughter to come home and 
prepare the family meals. She did it 
three times a day and it is said she 
did it well. Cooking for a large fam- 
ily is no small task under any cir. 
cumstances, as most housewives will 
tell you, but when it comes to hover 
ing over a hot stove without being 
able to see what you are doing, that 
is another matter entirely. 

The primary department is probably 
the most interesting place in the 
academy, and the sight that greets 
a visitor there is sure to strike a 
note of pity. Little tots 6 and 7 years 
of age, some with other afflictions 
than mere blindness, sit at their desks 
and receive their instructions from a 
blind teacher, Miss Emma Jones. 
Their work is similar to that of any 
other kindergarten. 

The health of the students at the 
academy is not neglected and a com- 
petent physical instructor is employed 
to see that they get the proper exer 
cise. The state has provided a well.

That the academy believes in aid- 
instructing the blind, 
‘is shown through the fact that these 
‘new pianos were purchased from a 
blind dealer, J. P. Hamilton, in Rome. 
Ga. Superintendent Oliphant often 
refers to the success this man has 
scored in a business way as an in- 
centive to other blind people to get 
,ahead in the world. Hamilton is a 
‘graduate of Ann Arbor and studied 
four years in Europe. He holds the 
wrestling championship for the state 
of Michigan and in addition to all of 
his other achievements is said to be 
exceedingly wealthy, at least for a 
blind man. 

One of the great needs of the acad- 
emy for the blind is more and better 
equipment. The state has already 
made an appropriation for this, but 
the institution has not yet been able 
to get the money. Much makeshift 
equipment is now used and this, of 
course, is not inducive to the best 
possible work. 

The state has also appropriated 
money for an infirmary, a laundry, a 
pumping plant and a barn, but work 
has not yet started on these, the plans 
still being in the hands of the archi- 
tent. 

The present academy when the new 
equipment is installed will be large 
enough to care for Georgia’s blind 
children for years to come. At the 
present time Superintendent Oliphant 
says there are about 184 blind chil- 
dren in the state between the ages of 
6 and 18 vears and of that number 104 
are in school. Some of those not in 
school are unteachable, while others 
are deaf and dumb in addition to be- 
ing blind, and are in attendance at 
the school for the deaf. The percent- 
age of the blind population is said 
to be about 1 in 1,400. 

One must admit that Georgia has 
done considerable for her blind peo- 
ple, but there is still more to be done 
to aid them in offsetting the ereat dis- 
advantage to which they have been 


‘placed, and this can only be done by 


giving them the best possible equip- 
ment with which to carry on the work 
at the state academy.

It is not always the man who makes 
the biggest-initial showing who turns 
out to be the best salesman. There are 
so many points to be considered in 
judging salesmanship that it is im- 
possible to tell who is doing the best 
work until a fair space of time has 
elapsed.

They 
worked out a perfect system of costs 
and found that they were buying their 
raw material at as good a rate as the 
other people. Their cost of manufac- 
ture was as low and, in fact, every 
point seemed to Bive them equal ex- 
pense as the other house. Finally 
they tackled the freight rates and 
shipping costs and after some time 
found the cause of their trouble in 
the fact that they were shipping’ their 
zoods under the wrong classification. 
By the method of packing these goods 
they could get them in a class that 
went for one-quarter the rate than 
that they were paying, and yet this 
mistake was a perfectly natural one 
arvd it is probable that there are many 
other firms making similar errors to- 
day. 
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duty to charge the highest tn order to 
protect himself and the roaid. 

All in all. every shipper of goods 
should, either bv the utmost care 
themselves or else by belonging to a 
rood freight bureau protect them- 
selves from thelr own errors in clas- 
eifvine the goods thev are shipping. 
Tt will mean a bie saving every month 
to many firms now losing money every 
day.
